The  estimated  mid-year  population  of  2980  shows  an  increase  of  40  as 
compared  to  1967  and  is  in  fact  the  same  as  that  of  1966 

VITAL  STATISTICS 


1.  LIVE  BIRTHS. 

The  total  number  of  49  is  made  up  of  27  males  and  22  females.  2 
illegitimate  births  are  included.  The  total  represents  an  increase  of  1 on 

1967. 

All  the  births  took  place  in  hospital. 

2.  STILL  BIRTHS. 

Only  one  occurred  during  the  year.  This  compares  with  3 for  1967 
and  Nil  figures  for  the  two  preceding  years. 

The  still  birth  rate  for  this  district  is  therefore  20  per  1000  births. 
The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  generally  at  14  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded. 

This  figure  has  been  falling  steadily  over  the  years  in  inverse  proportion  to 
the  rising  standards  of  living. 

3i  BIRTH  RATE.  (Comparability  factor  1.16. ) 

The  birth  rate  (crude)  per  1000  population  was  16.4  and  when  adjusted 
for  comparison  with  Ehgland  and  Wales  generally  comes  to  19.0. 

This  is  higher  than  both  preceding  years  (18.9  in  1967  and  15.96  in 
1966 ) and  is  in  reverse  to  the  national  trend  when  the  birth  rate  has  fallen 
steadily  since  1964. 

The  England  and  Wales  figure  for  1968  was  in  fact  16,9  as  •ompared 
to  17.2  in  1967,  17.7  in  1966,  18.1  in  1965  and  18; 4 in  1964. 

4.  DEATHS. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  year  was  44 
(21  male,  23  female).  This  shows  an  increase  of  12  on  the  1967  total  of  32.

There  is  a significant  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  diseases 
of  the  Heart  and  Circulation  and  this  difference  accounts  mainly  for  the  larger 
total  of  deaths  in  1968  as  compared  to  1967#  In  England  and  Wales  generally 
this  category  also  accounts  for  the  vast  majority  of  deaths  as  it  has  done  for 
many  years  now. 

In  England  and  Wales  cancer  is  the  second  largest  single  cause  of 
death  but  as  can  be  seen  this  is  not  so  in  Llangollen,  There  is  in  fact  a 
large  decrease  in  this  column  where  the  total  is  less  than  half  that  of  1967* 

The  second  largest  single  cause  in  our  district  in  1968  was  Diseases 
of  the  Respiratory  System0  Of  the  6 deaths  here  3 were  due  to  pneumonia  and 
2 to  bronchitis^  This  is  the  third  largest  category  in  England  and  Wales l 

61  INFANT  DEATHS,  (under  1 year  of  age,) 

As  can  be  seen  above  one  such  death  occurred  in  1968  and  the  cause  - 
congenital  abnormalities  - is  a frequent  one  in  infant  deaths.  This  gives  an 
Infantile  Mortality  Plate  of  20  per  1000  live  births.  The  England  and  Wales 
Rate  of  12,3  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded. 

Like  the  s till -birth  Rate  this  is  another  sensitive  indicator  of 
standards  of  living  generally, 

7,  DEATH  RATE.  (Comparability  Factor  0,91) 

The  crude  death  rate  for  this  district  was  14,8  per  1000  population. 
When  adjusted  for  comparison  with  England  and  Wales  generally  this  cones  to 
13 .5,  a large  increase  on  the  1967  adjusted  figure  of  9,8, 

The  Ehgland  and  Wales  figure  was  11,9  (11.2  in  1967).

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 


The  results  of  samples  taken  by  the  Dee  and  Clwyd  River 
Authority  indicate  that  the  quality  of  the  effluent  from  the  sewage 
disposal  works  is  satisfactory. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 


Refuse  collection  is  carried  out  by  direct  labour,  all 
premises  except  for  outlying  houses  receive  a weekly  collection. 

The  outlying  premises  receive  a fortnightly  collection. 

The  method  of  disposal  is  by  controlled  tipping  at  the  Council's 
refuse  tip  at  Wenffrwd. 

Business  premises  especially  catering  establishments  may  have 
additional  collections  based  on  a fixed  charge,  there  is  also  a charge 
for  persons  transporting  their  own  trade  waste  to  the  refuse  tip  for 
disposal  by  the  Council. 

The  Local  Planning  Authority  has  granted  consent  to  the  use  of 
additional  land  for  tipping  adjacent  to  the  existing  disposal  site  at 
Wenffrwd.  Negotiations  to  purchase  the  land  have  also  been  conmenced. 

HOUSING. 

Twenty-six  dwelling  houses  were  erected  ty  private  enterprise 
during  the  year. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  Council  had  under  construction 
thirty-three  three-bedroom  houses  at  Maes  Pengwem.  During  the  year 
thirteen  of  these  were  completed  and  occupied. 

The  Council's  Architects  were  also  instructed  to  prepare  a 
scheme  £>r  the  development  of  Aber  Adda  site  by  the  erection  of  fourteen 
bungalows  and  negotiations  were  opened  with  the  owners  for  the  purchase  of 
the  land. 
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STANDARD  AND  DISCHET IONART  IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS. 

The  Council  approved  six  applications  Tor  Standard  Improvement 
Grants  and  two  applications  for  Discretionary  Improvement  Grants  during 
the  ye  ar# 

RODENT  CONTROL. 

The  Council  have  one  trained  rodent  operator  who  gives  part  of  his 
time  to  this  service.  Two  comprehensive  sewer  treatments  were  carried  out 
successfully  during  the  year  and  numerous  minor  treat  moats ‘were  given  to 
infestations  of  both  rats  and  mice  in  private  houses. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS. 


There  are  six  caravans  sited  on  one  farm  and  one  on  another  farm  in 
the  area  for  which  a licence  has  been  (ranted  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act  I960. 

There  is  no  organised  camping  site  in  the  area  and  during  the 
summer  months  scores  of  tents  are  set  up  in  the  fields  around  the  Town. 

On  the  whole  the  parties  are  well  organised  and  orderly  and  very  few 
complaints  were  received  about  unruly  conduct^ 

In  July  the  Cheshire  and  North  Wales  Centre  of  the  Caravan  Club 
held  a R ally  in  the  area.  The  organisation  was  excellent  and  this  has  now 
become  an  annual  event. 

FOOD  INSPECTIONS. 

Eight  visits  have  been  made  to  premises  where  food  is  prepared 
and  sold  for  human  consumption^ 

The  standard  of  cleanliness  and  managonent  is  well  maintained^
